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Foreword 


The editorial staff of Museum has noted with pleasure that 
the magazine continues to be consulted and referred to 
frequently as a source of information, ideas and experiences 
emerging from the continuing development of museums 
around the world. 

In order to facilitate reference to back numbers, the 
present Index has been compiled with the collaboration of 
Mme Claire Barbillon and Ms Susanne Peters. It covers the 
period from 1984 to 1992, following the second Index 
which contained references running from 1974 through to 
the end of 1983. 

This publication is directed to those in charge of 
museums, to the governmental or private authorities under 
which museums operate, to museology teachers and their 
students, to experts in related disciplines (education 
specialists, sociologists, cultural-activities organizers, people 
with responsibility for cultural and natural property, etc.), 
to relevant communicators (e.g. specialized journalists) and 
to other interested groups and individuals. 

The Jndex in fact consists of several indexes; a subject 
index, first in English and then in French, followed by 
three bilingual indexes - museums by country, museums 
by category and, finally, an author index. It is our hope 
that it will prove to be a useful tool. 

For the Spanish edition of Museum, launched in 1980, 
a separate Index has been issued, covering all references 
through 1992. In future, the publication of a trilingual 
index covering all three editions of the magazine is 
envisaged.

La rédaction de Museum a constaté avec plaisir que la revue 
continue d’étre l’objet de nombreuses consultations et que

Le présent document, édité avec la collaboration de 
Mmes Claire Barbillon et Susanne Peters, a pour objectif 
de faciliter la consultation des différents numéros de 
Museum déja parus. II couvre la période 1984-1992 et fait 
suite au deuxi¢me Index de Museum, qui se référait a la 
période 1974-1983. 

Cet instrument s’adresse aux responsables de musées, 
aux institutions gouvernementales ou privées dont 
dépendent les musées, aux professeurs de muséologie et aux 
étudiants, aux experts de disciplines connexes (pédagogues, 
sociologues, animateurs, responsables de biens culturels et 
naturels, etc.), au différents spécialistes de la 
communication (journalistes spécialisés, par exemple) ainsi 
qua tout groupe ou toute personne concernés par le 
monde des musées, comme par exemple les Amis des 
musées. 

Cet Index se compose en réalité de plusieurs index : un 
index des matiéres, présenté successivement en anglais et en 
frangais, suivi de trois index bilingues — un index des 
musées par pays, un index des musées par catégorie et, 
enfin, un index des auteurs. Nous espérons que cet Index 
sera utile au chercheur. 

Depuis 1980, UNESCO édite une version espagnole 
de Museum, pour laquelle aucun index n’était encore 
publié. Aussi un index séparé a-t-il été produit pour 
Pédition espagnole qui couvre les années 1980-1992. Ainsi, 
d ici quelques années, il sera possible d’éditer un index 
trilingue concernant les trois éditions de la revue.
